Eight Carloads of Grapes Arrive 
in Panama in Week— 258 
Pounds to Each Inhabitant. 

If there is any scarcity of grape 
jelly in Panama, IIL, the coming 
winter it will not be due to lack of 
the raw material. Eight carloads uf 
grapes arrived there last week. 

Panama is a mining hamlet on the 


line between Bond and Montgomery 
Counties. The 1920 census gave it 
a population of 1281. The»populace 
has not heretofore had a profound 
appetite for fruit. Local grocers 
never felt justified in carrying mvre 
than a few bunckes of bananas, an 
occasional box of oranges and a few 
Daskets of grapes. 

But there were 320,000 pounds of 
grapes in the shipment, so that, un-. 
less some get more than their share, 
there will be 258 peunds for each 
man, woman and child ffi the village. 
The shipment cost $12,800, which is 
equivalent to $10 worth of grapes 
for each inhabitant. % 

Officials charged with responsibil- 
ity for scrutinizing sudden accelera- 
tion of the appetite for grapes are 
making an inquiry.

He denied 
that he had represented himself as 
a “Mr Ryan” when he telephoned 
the actor to come to his home. . He 
said that when he confronted his 
wife with Bergen, she broke down 
and confessed’ that he had drugged 
her in a Saranac ,Lake hotel and 
then attacked fer. 


Cline said that Bergen then’ ad- 
mitted the charge, and said “I’m a 
dirty dog, shoot me,”’ and he ordered 
Bergen out of his house. 

“T had no idea of shooting him,” 
Cline testified. 

He said that it. was a remark of 
the actor’s as, he was about to leave 
the house which infuriated him. 

“Bergen said, ‘George, you know 
all women are bad,’” Cline testified, 
‘and Mamie is a bum.’ ” | 

It wes then, Cline déclared, that 
he invited Bergen to go upstairs 
where the shooting occurred. 

After Mrs. Cline’s testimony, 
which corroborated that given. by 
her husband, had been taken, the 
jury, which is headed by a 25-year- 
old girl stenograper, went to Edge- 
water for an examination of the 
Cline home.

LONDON, Oct. 25.—The worlg 
wide depression in the shipbullding 
industry has in no wise been relieveg 
during the past year, says Lioyd#®” 
annual report, which points to cont 
tinued stagnation in international 
trade. The report mentions that the 
tonnage now afloat exceeds the pre# 
war mercantile tonnage by 15 000— 
000 tons. 

The actual tonnage holding Lioyd# 
classification in June exceeded 21, 
000,000 tons, the highest ever 
corded, and if to this is added 2 
vessels, totaling 1,500,000 tons, which. 
are about to be included in the reg¢ 
ister, the total will be 10.325 veasela, 
aggregating 28,750,000 gross tong, 
Approximately half the tonnage clas 
sified in Lioyds is British. The new 
‘tonnage amounts to 2.500.000, which 
{es 22 per cent below the previous 
year's increase.

Modeled After British Plane. 

The design is modeled after a 
British seaplane.

The maximum speed 
is about 85 miles an hour, and the 
cruising range is 60 to 65 miles an 
hour. The principal use of this type 
is for long-distance recognizance 
and bombing, as it is designed to 
stay in the air 10 hours. 

These planes are equipped with 
radio sending and receiving appar- 
atus. In war times two bombs are 
carriéd under each wing, and a ma- 
chine gun is mounted in the bow 
cockpit, where the bomber sits; an-. 
other in a cockpit behind the wings, 
and two others at rear portholea.

The Mississippi barge line saved shippers $850,000 
during the last fiscal year and yielded a return of 
$121,000 on the Government's investment. 

fhe figures, compiled by Theodore Brent, Federal 
manager, for the War Department, which is trying 
so @etermine whether river transportation is eco- 
»somteal as compared with that of railroads, go into 
various phases and details. To the unprejudiced mind | 
rey furnish striking proof of the value of the barge, 
‘me To the believers in the river they vindicate 
‘he faith persistently clung to through long years of 
eovernmental indifference and the railroads’ hostility. 

A comparison is made between. the year enging 
June 30 and the preceding year. In practically every 
respect substantial progress is recorded. The tonnage 
was almost three times as big. Improvement in op- 
eration is shown fn the increased efficiency of the 
towboats and in the reduced delays occasioned by 
mechanical accidents and repairs at terminals. The 
one exception in the record is that of port delays. 
This. Mr. Brent explains, was caused by insufficient 
equipment. More barges are needed. The line’s busi- 
ness has increased faster than the plant. With barges 
enough to utilize the full carrying power of the tow- 
boats the port delays would be minimized and the 
tonnage and earnings proportionately increased. 

A development peculiarly gratifying to Mr. Brent 
is found in the last quarter of the year, when the up- 
stream tonnage exceeded the downstream. The river 
legend that upstream tofinage is unprofitable has been 
shattered. Whatever the facts in the old days, the 
modern towboat can go up the river about as well as 
down. Shippers have learned this and, in conse- 
quence, am annoying and costly tradition has given 
way to truth.

Most 
cities, said Abeken. supervise in the 
public parks only baseball, football 
and basketball. The local associa- 
tion has under fts direction almost 
every branch of amateur athletics.
